HOMPSON D. FERGUSON, gov- 
T ernor of the territory df Okle- 
homa, has declared war against 
bloomers. He says that he will not al- 
low the young women in the territorial 
schools to wear them, even in basket- 

ball games. ä 

The governor never was a girl. He 
has evidently forgotten the time when 
custom required him to wear dresses— 
kilts though they probably were—else 
he never would have issued such «a 
decree. 

Had he been a girl once just for a 
day—had he spent but 12 hours car- 
rying about skirts and trying to walk 
well at the same time—had he changed 
those same skirts at the end of that 
same time for garments made bloomer 
fashion—had he then gone into a gym- 
nasium for a half hour—15 minutes in 
bloomers—then 15 more in skirte—had 
he done all these things there would be 
no need for sorrow in the girls’ gym- 
nasiums in Oklahoma. 

The governor would know that girls 
gymnastic exercises in 
skirts: He would know that basket- 
ball in skirts is impossible. He would 
know that a girl who tried to climb in 
a gymnasium, handicapped by a skirt, 
risks her life. He would know that 
skirts, short though they may be, 
have a habit of trying to hold to 
things. He would know that skirts are 
in the way when you want to swing on 
parallel bars and that they cause you to 
trip more times than enough. He would 
know that it's even hard to kick, 
which is the very best kind of exer- 
cise, when skirts hold you back and 
almost make you fall. 

Had he tried to play guard in the 
pokiest kind of a basketball game, 
while wearing skirts, he would know 


just how impossible such a perform 


ance is. Especially would he know 
this after he had bumped his nose 
against the floor because his skirt 
wouldn’t keep out of the way of his 
feet’ Also would he be cognizant of 
the fact that victory would never come 
to his team as long as he grabbed at 
his skirts instead of the ball.

This is no cry for dress reform.

Party opportunity and party advantage at Jefferson City are 
the principal themes of party organs and party leaders in dis- 
cussing the work of the state legislature. 

Democratic organs and leaders advise the Democratic ma- 
jority to preserve harmony and act as a unit on all questions in 
which party policy is tnvolved. 

Republican organs and leaders advise the Republican minority 
to hold together and maintain a solid front against the Demo 
cratic majority, utilizing every opportunity to entrap the Demo- 
crats. , 

With this dievason of partisan counsel and scheming are the 
minor chords of personal ambitions and interests. The principal 
objects of legisiatore and officers of the legislature seem to be 
personal advantage and the promotion of personal interests.

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BLACELISTING DRUNKARDS. 


From Harper’s Weekly. 

It isn't the man who sells rum who 
makes trouble, but the man who drin 
it. Provided the rumseller sells the right 
kind of rum to the right kind of people 
his business ned not excite much com- 
plaint. It ts with the man who drinks 
~—drinks to his own detriment and the 
public Inconvenience—that the public has 
a bone to pick. Heretofore, laws for the 
diminution of drunkenness have been con- 
cerned chiefly with the sellers of Mquor. 
American liquor iaws either prohibit or re- 
strict cum-selling. Few of them aim at 
preventing or diminishing drunkenness by 
punishing the drunkard and depriving him 
of liquor. Few of them discriminate be- 
tween qualified drinkers, and drinkers who 
are not qualified. The new British licens- 
ing act which went into operation on Jan. 
1 aims to make just that discrimination. 
Drunkenness heretofore has been compara- 
tvely pleasant for the drunkard, and very 
@isagreeable for sober people. This new 
licensing act Is designed to make drunken- 
ness disagrceable to the drunkard. Hereto- 
fore it has been the glad and lawful privi- 
lege of a Britieh subject to get drunk at 
any time and an The police could 
not touch him unless he was aleo @sorder- 
ly. The new act regards drunkenness 1s 
itself a form of disorder, and provides that 
any one found drunk fu a public place may 
be arrested, prosecute and punished. Three 
convictions within 12 months entitle the 
offender to be rated as an habitval drunk 
ard. The prescorfhed treatment is to send 
him to prison for a month, photograph him 
while there, and to send a copy of his pho- 
tograph to all the licensed liquor-sellers in 
his district, with a notice not to give or sell 
him any liquor for three years. That is 
called blacklisting the drunkard.

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The Money, $30,000, Has Been Appropriated 
and Now Only the Sites Are to Be Decided trom tne 
Upon by the Municipal Assembly. 


UST as soon as the municipal assembly passes the needed legislation pro- 
viding for the location of the free public bathhouses to be built by the 
city of St. Louis, the work of erecting two of them will begin. 


The money—$30,000—has already been appropriated, and the Board of Public 
Improvements is only weiting until the necessary legal formalities providing 
for the locations are completed to begin work. The sites asked for the. first two 


houses are Carr Park and Soulard market. 


In the meantime the architects in the office of the Board of Public Improve- 


ments have practically completed the plans for the bathhouses,

Philips is figuring out the best method of caring for the houses once they are open. 


HE buildings will be so constructed 
that two men can take care of each 
of them and of the bathers. In most 
*. cities, however, a policeman is detailed for 
fie duty at each bath house to preserve order 
| It i emtimated that each building wil) 
Gost $6000, but by saving a little on decora- 
tons, and possibly by making one of them 
a tdifle smaller, it is hoped that the eppro- 
daten will be sufficient to bund four.

In this connection I have just had an 
Interesting interview with Felix. Fuchs, 
vicé-governor of the Congo Free State, 
whe is now in Brussels and on the point 
of returning to the Congo. In the course 
cf ray talk with him M. Fuchs stated 
that the oestruction of the African ele- 
phant was due entirely to the dcvelop- 
ment of the ivoF¥ trade. 

“In former days,“ he sald, “the Congo na- 
tives only killed off a certain nuamber of 
elephants every yéar and confined their 
slavghter to the male adults. But today the 
natives, spurred on by the greed of Furo- 
peans for ivory, kill indiscriminately the 
old and the young animals, whether male 
or female. 


“Elephant hunting, moreover, as prac- 
ticed in the Congo, is a much easier opera- 
tion than is generally supposed. The usual 
method of the Congo natives is to pre- 
pare large pits, into which the elephants 
ure driven and killed without trouble or 
danger. 


“As for the so-called Eurgpean ‘sports- 
men. continued M. Fuchs, they make 
an easy prey of elephants, thanks to ‘their 
perfected firearms. A Belgian sportsman of 
this kind is mentioned who, between April 
and October, 191, shot no less than 182 
elephants.”’ Cc

ment be reached between Belgium, France, 
Great Britain and Germany to regulate 
elephant hunting and to the do- 
mestication of the animals.

It has taken 
all the ferocious brutality of the Affican 
negroes, incited by the criminal cupidity of 


Arab and European ivory hunters 40 


transform into a savage and ferocious ani- 
mal a creature best suited by nature to be 
man’s associate. In order fully to realize 
the effect of man’s kindness on the ele- 
phant it is but necessary io compare the 
animal today as it is found in India on 
the other hand and in Africa en the other. 
In India the elephant is man's inseparabie 
companion, amd when the Hindu does hunt 
him it fs not for he »urpese of killing 
him and sawing off his tusks, but to catch 
him alive and tame him.’ The elephant has 
rendered such great services to the natives 
of India that, in the depth of their grati- 
tude, the animal has been elevated by 
them to the rank of a god.“ 

An attempt was once made by the At- 
rican Association to introduce the Asiatic 
elephant into the Congo country. The suc- 
cess of the famous Abyssinian campaign, 
largely due to the help of u Indian elephants 
who carried the heavy British artillery 
across the mountainous ravines of Ethiopa, 
was, at that time, still fresh in everybody's 
mind, In 187%, therefore. four Indian ele- 
phants, which had been brought from Cal- 
cutta, were landed in the Bay of Masasani. 
The animals, however, only survived a few 
months, and the fallgre of this attempt 
led to the supposition that the Astatic ele- 
phant could not stand the climate of At. 
rica. This ts probably true, though the 
coarseness of the food given the Indian 
elephants in Africa had much to do with 
the death of the four antma!s.

The most common, of course, is 
the Bob White. The most beautiful is the 
plumed quail of the Columbia river. The 
Calltornia quatl is also a brilliantly-plu- 
maged bird. 

In Arigona and New Mexico they have 
the blue quail. In Nevada they have the 
mountain quail. 

There is no more popular American bird 
than the quali. It is thé gamiest little 
creature that files, and, in addition to fur- 
nighing a world of sport for the hunter, it 
is a beautiful little bird, so domest‘c in its 
habits that more thgn one hunter has laid 
his gun aside because he could not longer 
bear to kill them.

How to Cook Meat With- 
out the Grease-Laden 
Utensil w wi we ut 


PHILOSOPUER has remarked: 
A “There are two deadly enemies 
of mankind—pie and the frying 


pan.” I cannot exactly agree with him 
in this reference to ple, providing it is of 
the right kind end sueh as mother used to 
make, but I most cordially. and stomach- 
ically indorse his views on that other an- 
tagonist of ‘Xarmony and happiness, the 
pan in which our meats are fried. 

The frying pan is vulgar; the broiler 
esthetic. The broiler. causes the white 
wings of peace to flutter through the house- 
hold, while the pan creates that hideous 
phantarmagoria, that unkempt and heart- 
breaking disturber of nocturnal rest, the 
nightmare,» with the resulting indigestion, 
distemper and dark brown taste in the 
morning. 0 

First take your old grease-laden pan 
and clean it With lye or caustic soda. Give 
it a chance to test after it has been bur- 
dened for vears with a load of fat. Then 
dry it thorgughly-a sunbath will be most 
effectual+-anil if you wish to be very par- 
tieular rub it down with a bit of lemon. 
Have a bot. fire, as hot as you can make 
it with safety. and put on the pan, keep- 
Ing it there until it becomes red hot on 
eyery part of the bottom. Then put on 
the meat for a single second of time. 
Turn it over and allow the other side to 
remain face dewn for another second. 
Keep on turning until the meat is cooked 
to your tdste.. Don't use butter, pepper 
or salt until after the cooking is com- 
pleted and then use diseretion. The result 
will be almost, but not quite, as good as 
if the meat had deen broijed and you will 
avoid the responsibility of loading your 
internal machinery and that of your fam- 


lly with a burden of greare. Nature pro- 
vides its own lubricants and reqyires no 
assistance.

After battling for almost four days for 
life, the victim of Lieutenant-Governor 
James H. Tillman's bullet passed away at 
the Columbia Hospital at 1 p. m. Mrs. 
Gonzales was with her husband when death 
came. 
When the bulletin was posted announc- 
ing the death, the crowds which have been 
about the bulletin boards almost con- 
@Mtantly since the tragedy, increesed rap- 
idiy and all phases and details of the 
sragedy were discussed. In his ceil, where 
he has been confined since the shooting, 
Ideut.-Gov, Tillman neard the news with 
visible emotion.

Since 10:30 last night it was evident that 
the crisis had arrived.

~ An ianceent-ledking bill, which wa | ‘public impro 
come before the Council for action 
tomorrow evening, conceals the plan of the 
present city administration for the solu-| 
tion of the vexed problem o clarifying 
the St. Louis water supply. 

The bill is very ortet and provides merely 
for an appropriation of $110,000 for altera- 
tions in the settling basins at the Chain of} 
Rocks and the construction of a by-pass 
for the same, with all necessary machinery 
and appurtenances.” | 

The alterations are the construc- 
tion of a series weirs. 

A weir is defined by the @ictionaries as an 
obstruction or a gate-way, over which or 

through which water may flow. 

In brief, the plan proposed is to allow 
the water at the Chain of Rocks to flow 
by means of these weirs through each of 
the six settling basins there, instead of, as 
at present flowing through one, and there- 
‘fore, giving six times as many | 
for ciarification. 

The by-pass is to be bullt along side the 
entire six basins tnd to allow the water to 
be turned trom one into any of the others 
when necessary. 

If the bill passes—and the weight of the 
ad istration will be directed to pass t- 
and the plan proves as effective as antiei- 
| pated, another ordinance will be framed by 

the board providing for the construction | 
of additional settling basins, containing 
the weirs and by-pass twice the size of the 
rresent basins.

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Phonograph Quieted Hospital 
Observation Patients, 


Physicians Incline to Belief That Ed- 
ward Spilker, Whose Act Was 
Caused by Loneliness, Will 
Recover. 


Needle in one hand and a patient’s heart 
in the other, Dr. Louis Rassieur took three 
stitches in the vital organ to close a ragged 
wound which meant death to the sufferer 
unless the leakage of blood was speedily 
stopped. 

Upon a few memorable occasions knife 
wounds in the heart have been sewed up 
at the City Hospital. Those injuries were 
clean, well-defined slits, much less 4diffi- 
cult to handle than the furrow plowed by 
the bullet which made necessary yester- 
day’s operaticn. 

Edward Spilker, aged 19, having arrived 
at a state in which he imagined that no 
one cared for him, shot himself through 
the left breast at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. Tho attempt at suicide took place 
at the home of the youth’s guardian, J. 
Henry Walkenhorst, 1216 Wright street. 
An ambulance was hastily summoned and 
the young man was taken to the City Hos- 
pital. ' 

A speedy djagncsis convinced the assist- 
ant superintendent that an immediate op- 
eration was necessary. Dr. Nietert, super- 
intendent of the hospital, was absent, but 
Dr. Rassieur summoned Dr. Doyle and Dr. 
Weinsburg. Meanwhile attendants had 
been instructed to have the patient on the 
operating table in the amphitheater. 

Chloroform was quickly administered 
and the operation was commenced. A 
portion of the fourth and fifth ribs on the 
left side was cut away, making an open- 
ing one inch squere. It was then discoy- 
ered that the pericardium, the sack which 
holds the heart, was powder burned.

Her Grandfather and Her Daughter’s 
Husband Were Mayors of St. 
Louis. 


Mrs. Martha J. Sweringen, one of the 
most noted women of early days in St. 
Louis, died peacefully of old age Sun- 
day morning at the residence of her grand- 
son, J. 8. V. Barret, 412 West Pine 
boulevard. 

Mrs. Sweringen, whose age was 89, was 
a much-beloved woman, and there are 
thousands to whom her death, though at 
such an advanced age, will be felt as a 
personal bereavement. In her were united 
those qualitiss of mind and heart that 
endear one to a community. 

Mrs Sweringen was born in St. Louis and 
was educated at the Nazareth Academy, a 
convent at Bardstown, Ky. She was a de- 
vout Catholic. 

She was a daughter of Dr. Bernard G. 
Farrar, a noted physician of the early 
part of the last century, and her mother 
was a daughter of William Christy, who 
was mayor of St. Louis. 

Mr. Sweringen died Dec. 24, 1873, leav- 
ing a large estate to his widow, who had 
been his companion # years. 

Since her husband’s death, Mrs. Swer- 
irgen has lived a life of quiet benevolence 
in St. Louis. Her daughter married Ar- 
thur V. Barret, once mayor of St. Louis. 
After Mr. Barret's death the daughter be- 
came the wife of Robert King, now de- 
ceased. 

Mrs. Annie F. King, this daughter, is the 
only child of Mrs. Sweringen. A few years 
ago Mre. Sweringen, desiring to avoid pos- 
sible litigation over a will; deeded all her 
property, said to aggregate $1,000,000, to Mrs. 
King. 

Two grandsons survive Mrs. Sweringen. 
They are J. V. 8. Barret and Arthur V. 
Barret, sons of Mrs. King. 

Mrs. Sweringen's funeral will be held at 
10:30 Tuesday morning at the Cathedral 
chapel, Father O'Reilly officiating. Inter- 
ment will be in Calvary Cemetery.
